“The motor industry will con- 
tinue to make progress because 
of the broad-visioned leaders 
who have put it on such a fine 
co-operative basis.

The 
dealer pays cash to the manufac- 
turer and receives cash when he 
sells the car, because if deferred 
payments are asked they are cared 
for by finance companies organ- 
ized for that service. 

“Another thing which has con- 
tributed to automobilé prosperity 
is the facet that with the exception 
of electric current, it alone gives 
more than one hundred* cents for 
the 1914 pre-war dollar. The auto- 
mobile industry gives $1.16 and 
electric current $1.09, while the 
‘cost-of-living’ dollar is 59 cents. 

“Many economists believe the 
automobile business has been the 
basis of our prosperity. Certainly 
it has contributed large profits to 
suppliers of gasoline, road mate- 
rial, rubber, iron and steel, plate 
glass, upholstery, leather, lumber, 
aluminum, copper, tin, lead, nickel 
upholstery cloth, paint and varnish, 

“Think what the railroads 

have received from the automo- 

tive business! Freight of Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation last 
year contributed $53,000,000, 
and, all told, automotive freight 
to the railroads exceeded 3,000,< 

000 carloads. 

“When you consider that the 
3,400,000 persons employed in the 
automotive field, the garages, sales 
rooms, service stations and acces- 
sories stores, coupled with the ad- 
vertising in daily newspapers and 
magazines, you will readily appre- 
ciate the importance of this pro- 


gressive industry to American 
prosperity. 
“We look forward with con- 


fidence to next year, which will be 
one of keen competition to be sure, 
but one which should see eliminat- 
ed from the highways a large num- 
ber of vehicles not now fit for use, 
and their places taken by the safer 
and better vehicles of today. Pro- 
duction is expected to be about the 
same as this year, with possibly a 
greater number of vehicles going 
to other countries. 

“The industry has many prob- 
lems which it is working to solve. 
Much time and money is being 
devoted to accident prevention. 

“Excellent results have come 
from our campaign to eliminate 
unsound credits in connection with 
installment selling. 

“Traffic is our greatest menace, 
and if there is any such thing as 
a saturation point, it will be in 
space to use cars rather than in 
| ability to purchase. 
| “We need traffic engineers free of

Philadelphia, Dec. 14.—Sales 
of new cars are reported about 
normal for the season and some- 
what ahead of last year for the 
first ten days of December. The 
‘volume of business for the entire 
month of November exceeded 
that of October, the total being 
approximately 2,700, as against 
2.668 for November, 1925, and 
as against 2,622 for October, 
1926. 

Accretion of new car models in 
warehouses has swelled stocks in 
the hands of distributors consider- 
ably over those of a month ago, 
but prospect lists also are larger 
and inquiries about the latest 
models are steadily increasing. 

While there are plenty of used 
ears on hand, the situation is re- 
rarded as satisfactory and the 
number in the hands of distributors 
and dealers is by no means 
abnormal for this season of the 
vear. Some dealers report that 
they are getting orders for their 
hitherto slowly moving open cars, 
to be equipped with inexpensive 
types of winter inclosures, and 
sales of this kind are becoming 
more common. But the demand 
for closed used models is the 
greater, as usual. 

Distributors and dealers find 
that already there is a growing 
interest in the forthcoming local 
automobile show, at which it is 
expected, from present allotments 
of exhibition space, there will be 
upward of thirty-six makes of auto- 
mobiles represented.

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Control of Trucks and Buses 


OTOR transportation in the cities is a great con- 
venience, a necessity even, but in the farming districts 
it is the very breath of life. It is interesting then to know 


exactly how the farmers of America feel about control of 
motor truck and motor bus traffic by the Federal authorities. 

Not long ago the National Grange, which is the organ- 
ization representing the farmers of the country, placed itself 
on record regarding this important matter and its stand was 
most unequivocal. The Grange bases its opposition to 
government control of public motor transportation mediums 
on eight major counts, as follows:— 

“Highways are local and state, not national instru- 
mentalitics. 

“The primary function of highways is to serve as 
a right of way for those living contiguous to it. 

“Overextension of Federal power to regulation of 
trucks and buses endangers rights of states and com- 
munities. 

“Desire for monopoly in bus lines is behind demand 
for regulation. To this local users of bus service are 
firmly opposed. 

“No necessity for Federal control of long distance 
truck hauling. 

“Rights of those living adjacent to highways should 
be conserved. 

“The farmer is becoming more and more dependent 
on the motor truck to conduct his business. 

“Competitive prices for trucking and right to select 
his own truck operator are demanded by the farmer.” 

It has recently been advanced before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission that, since the railways are under 
the control of the commission, motor bus and truck lines in 
competition with the railroads should also be similarly 
governed. The Grange points out that the essential differ- 
ence between the two mediums of transportation is that the 
railway is not a public right of way, whereas the highway 
is exactly that. 

The Grange also points out that one of the great dangers 
of Federal control of highway traffic lies in the distance of 
the governing power from the location of the traffic artery 
affected. Orders controjiling motor truck and motor bus 
transportation would, of necessity, have to be uniform and 
uniformly enforced, regardless of local conditions. Condi- 
tions on various highways may differ widely, it is pointed 
out, and central control of this kind lacks the flexibility to 
meet changing conditions as they arise.
